A MIGHTY FEAT. 

Iron Bridge Replaced by One of 
Steel of the Same Size 



Over the Schuylkill River in Two Min- 
utes and Thirty-Two Seconds. 

The Span Was 94* Foot Lon(. SB Feet Wide 
and SO Feet Deep-Nearly 1.70O Tout of 
Bteel and Iron Moved a Distance of 
at Least US Feet. 

PMLADnxrniA, Oct. 18 — The feat of 
replacing an iron bridge span 842 feet 
long, 25 feet wide and 30 feet In depth 
with one of the same dimensions of 
steel was accomplished in thtaclty Sun- 
day In two minutes and 32 seconds In 
this space of time nearly 1.700 tons of 
Iron and steel were moved a distance of 
23 feet, and there was not a slip or a 
hitch In the entire proceedings. This 
remarkable feat of engineering was ac- 
complished at what is known as the 
connecting railroad bridge over the 
Schuylkl.l Just above Oirurd avenue. 
It Is the bridge that bears the tracks of 
the New York division of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, the busiest division of 
the Pennsylvania system.

the next November election. 



The preliminary sleps have been taken 
by the General Assembly, and the 
posed amendment is as follows: 

"The General Assembly mny by general 
laic* provide for taxation by municipalities 
of property other than land* and improve 
mentt thereon, baaed on income, licenses o 
franchise*, uhich may be either in addition 
to or in lieu of "d valorem taxes thereon. 

The effect and purposes of this amend 
ment are to confer power on the Legisla- 
ture to permit municipalities to levy 
i, franchise or ineome tax in lieu of an 
ilorem tax on personal property. The 
whole matter is thus referred to the Leg 
islature and left under its control and 



The measure is an important one, and 
in the opinion of The Dispatch possesses 
much merit. At least it deserves the 
serious and enlightened considera- 
tion on the part of the voters-. Under 
our present law of taxation it is imr 

to levy a tax on personalty in large 
municipalities that is just either to the 
state or the citizen. Taxes are levied as 
of the 1st of September on personal prop- 
erty on hand and listed for taxation at 
time. The tax laws take no notice 
of a citizen's possessions at any other 
period of the year, and it is an easy mat- 
ter for the taxpayer in large cities (0 reg- 
ulate bis possessions with that fact in 
view. This fact makes an un)ust dis- 
crimination between the honest and dis- 
honest taxpayer No taxation is Just 
that is not equal, and while the present 
law aims at equality it is only a theory,

On the other hand if a judicious law be 
enacted providi ug for an income or license 
tax, which at least are substantially the 
same, perfect cqualrty in assessment would 
be secured, and both the state and the 
taxpayer would have a definite rule under 
which to act. We distinguish between 
the different kinds of taxation, but at lait 
they are and should be the same. Tax on 
real estate differs from a tax on the income 
of a business only in name. Real estate 
value is determined by its income, and it 
is assessed according to its value. The 
value of a man'* businesa is determined 
by the income, and the rule as to taxation 
should be the same The only difference 
between the two is the value of one is 
variable than the other, but the 
principle of taxation as to each is the 
u municipalities large amounts 
of capital are invested in mere franchises, 
in many case* large profits are 
from a business having little o 
taxable assets. In other case* there Is 
large nominal capital which Is of very lit- 
o actual value, and in all such and many 
her like cases the present mode of tax- 
ation i* either grossly unjust to the state 
ruinous to the taxpayer. The interests 
of the municipality and all other divisions 
of the Commonwealth on this subject are 
identical. The municipality is the home 
of the factory, the workshop and the cen- 
ter of trade.
